Notice  of  Foreign  Proposals  Concerning  Standards  in  Agriculture 

As  required  of  all  signatories  to  the  GATT  Standards  Code,  this 
notification  of  foreign  proposed  standards-related  rules  has  been  provided 
for  the  information  and  comment  of  interested  agencies  and  firms.   The 
Technical  Office  invites  inquiries  from  anyone  who  believes  that  any  of  the 
proposed  regulations  notified  under  this  heading  could  cause  a  trade 
problem.

Switzerland.   The  Swiss  Federal  Bureau  of  Public  Health  has  proposed 
"Provisions  Concerning  Biscuits  and  Rusks"  which  includes  the  definition  of 
such  products,  essential  ingredients  and  quality  factors,  and  product 
labeling  requirements.   As  regards  labeling,  if  a  particular  ingredient  in 
the  product  name  is  listed,  it  must  have  a  minimum  content  (usually  five 
percent).   Special  cases  include  milk:   100  grams/kilogram  (without 
addition  of  other  edible  fats);  eggs:   100  grams/kilogram;  honey:   as  much 
as  sugar  but  not  less  that  five  percent;  whole  wheat:   seventy  percent  of 
flour  content.
